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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The number of pupils between the ages of five and 16 
years, as’per truant officer’s enumeration Oct. 1903, was 176; 
girls, 87 ;,boys, 89. Number of pupils registered during the 
year, 215; boys, 95; girls, 120. Of this number 13 were 
residents of Raymond and 7 of Deerfield. Pupils over six- 
teen years of age, 9; over 14 years, 22. ‘Ten of these have 
left school for employment and four are attending. school out 
of town. 

For the first time in a number of years death has entered 
our schools, and claimed a bright, winsome little girl. of 
twelve years, Mamie Mahoney, of the Patten Hill school. 
Mamie succumbed to that dread disease, scarlet fever, during 
the spring term. With one exception (South Road) all the 
schools were closed until danger of contagion had passed. 
At North Road a case of small pox caused many of the pu- 
pils to remain at home a number of weeks. The roll of per- 
fect attendance would have been much larger but. for fear of 
these diseases. 

But despite all circumstances and interruptions which have 
for a time checked the progress of school work, it has con- 
tinued to prosper, and now at the close of the year what shall 
we say that has not been repeated many times? 

In looking through the reports for the past few years it 
_would seem that everything necessary, or advisable to say, 
regarding the needs of our children, the improvement of 
school buildings, grounds, etc., had already been said. In this 
era of progression we cannot afford to delay in anything look- 
ing to the advancement of the schools of Candia. We must be 
abréast of the times, if, indeed, not ahead of them. There is 
ao neutral ground, that which is not progression is retrogres- 
sion. 

With the appropriation of one year ago we have main- 
tained our schools 29 weeks with three exceptions. Extra 
time would have been tnade up during the winter term, but 
for the severity of the weather it was thought best to wait un- 
til another year, saving enough money to make up a full term 
in each school. Repairs are about the same each year; with 
eleven school houses much time and money is necessary to 
keep them even in fair condition. 

The South Road school house has been shingled, the chim- 
ney at Charmingfare rebuilt and posts set on the grounds for a 
fence. At North Road school house there are new Caxton 
automatic, seats and hitching posts have been set at Patten 
Hill. Minor repairs have been made elsewhere. 
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The text book question is a vexed problem. We are sorry 
to report that in some instances there has been wanton dis- 
truction of books. More new books have been bought this 
‘year than in any other for the past six years. Record books 
have been placed in the schools with the hope of tracing 
them. And yet the state superintendent writes us: ‘*The 
average cost of text books per scholar last year in the state 
was $1.38; in Rockingham county, $1.41; in Candia, 87c.” 

Again the advisability of a high school was discussed, and, 
owing to various reasons, the idea was again relinquished. It is 
impossible, at present, for the town to maintain an ‘* approved 
high school ;” it can and should maintain a school of the 
grammar grade, in connection with the other schools. . We 
hope ere long a suitable edifice may be provided, furnished 
with up-to-date apparatus, aud a permanent school establish- 
ed, where our children may secure a higher education in our 
own town. If such a schoo! were established, it would create 
an ambition in pupils in all the schools, to be able to attain 
the higher grade, and they could have nearly, if not all, the 
advantages of an ‘* approved high school”; and though New 
Hampshire, as per statistics, has fallen from the second to the 
twenty-eighth position, in point of education, Candia may re- 
tain her place among progressive towns. 

The idea of beautifying the interior of school rooms seers 
engrafted in the minds of the children. At Charmingfare, a 
Hallowe’en entertainment was given by the teacher, Miss 
Grace M. Brown and her pupils, and from the proceeds new 
curtains and a pretty framed picture were purchased for the 
schoolroom. During the winter term Miss Brown was ten- 
dered a more lucrative position, and resigned to accept it. 
Thus itis our teachers leaveus! Although teaching is an ideal 
profession, there is indeed little incentive for the young wo- 
man to devote her life to the work in country towns. We do 
not blame our teachers for doing the best for themselves ; and 
if we wish permanent improvement in our schools we must 
make environment and remuneration for service such that 
teachers of a high grade of ability will find it to their advan- 
tage to seek employment here. We cannot secure and retain 
as teachers, persons of greater ability, broader culture or riper 
scholarship than demanded by the public sentirnent of the 
community. 

Round Table Talks, for the teachers, have been held every 
two weeks, when important questions were ably discussed. 
We are proud of our excellent corps of teachers, unsurpassed, 
we think, by any town, and feel complimented that school 
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boards of other towns have often applied to us for teachers. 
From the first they were interested in the Public School Ses- 
sion, held November 19, and great credit is due them for its 
success. Never in the history of Candia has a more unique 
and intellectual audience been gathered in the Town Hall. 
The men and women of today entertained by the men and 
women of the future, teachers and pupils anxious to show the 
taxpayers how the money is expended. Our thanks are due 
to all, who by their cooperation made the Public School Ses- 
sion a success. Interest in education is increasing each year ; 
the papers contain frequent articles on education and schools. 
The Grange is accomplishing a wonderful educatoinal work ; 
the growing interest in Nature study is an encouraging fea- 
ture of the times; the impulse to learn something of the 
secrets of field and woods, leaf and flower. Its tendency is to 
teach the child to love the country home, and practical chem- 
istry can nowhere be more profitably applied than in treating 
soils and raising crops; nowhere can education be made 
more remunerative than on the farm. 

We are pleased with the advancement shown in every 
branch of study, and the school board has endeavored to work 
for the best interests of all. By constant supervision we have 
become personally acquainted with the children, and each 
one understands that we are glad or sorry, as he or she suc- 
ceeds or fails. It is this personal interest that gives an im- 
petus to the work of teachers and pupils. Hence, parents 
and friends, who visit the schools, you are building better 
than you know; you are helping the cause of education, while 
you also receive help. For, as one cannot be a friend with- 
out having a friend, so one cannot be helpful to others and 
not receive help. 

We have been criticised by some, and we thank all who in 
a kindly interested spirit, offered criticism, for we do not 
claim to know it all. We have also received many words of 
praise and letters of encouragement. To all we return our 
sincere thanks, and trust the future may see no diminution in 
the work of advancing the cause of education.
